SAVANNAH, Ga., June 25.—() 
While standing beneath the pulpit in 
the First African Baptist church, 
East Savannah, this afternoon, at

Damaged by ’Quake 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 25.—() 
Slight earth tremors were felt 
throughout a wide area of northern 
California today. 

In Sacramento, the state capital, 
the shocks disturbed residents through- 
out the city, cracked windows and 
did minor damage, while in other 
communities the tremors were some- 
times so slight as to be barely per- 
ceptible. 

Reports from as widely separated 
cities as Truckee and Stockton told 
of moderate temblors. Slight shocks 
were felt from San _ Francisco 
Sonora. 

University of California seismolo- 
gists said shocks of “moderately large
